a first executable application including one or more functions that are registered 
in th e r e giate F a registry component; and 

an e xt e noion componont which rcoda oondidatc fimctionG from tho instan ee 
regi Gt ryr and crcatca bindings bctwoon a Gccond application and a firgt auoh that flie 
oocond application can utiliao tho functionQ of the jgrst typlioation , 

an extension component that reads function da ta from the repjstrv and bindis a 
second executable application to the first, wherein second application m-eference c1a.ss 
declarations are bo und to the functions provided bv the first application . 

2. (Currently Amended) The system of claim I, wherein the instanc e registry 
component comprises a definition registry for storing function definitions and a binding 
registry for storing binding data. 

3. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the functions provide conditions. 

4. (Original) The system of claim 1 , wherein the functions provide events. 

5. (Original) The system of claim 1, wherein the functions provide accessors. 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein candidat e functions are 
only available for binding to specijSc applications. 

7. (Original) The system of claim 2, wherein the binding registry receives function 
binding information from an extension data file (EDF). 
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8. (Original) The system of claim 1 . wherein the binding i$ broken Mpon removal of 
the function providing application. 

9. (Currently Amended) A system for extending conditions condition constants 
comprising: 

an iiqiut component for receiving a programn aati^ constant accessor: and 
an accessory component for determining the constant accessor value from data 
stored across a plurality of domains. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 9, wherein the constant accessori s a 
first order constant accessor , 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The system of claim 9, wherein the constant accessori s an 
Nth order constant accessor , 

12. (Currently Amended) A method fbr extending application preference class 
functionality comprising: 

receiving an extension data file (EDF) containing information about candidate 

function bindings; 

registering one or more function bindings in a central data store; and 
binding a function of a first executable application to a preference class of a 

second executable application utilizing binding function information located in ^ 

central data store. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 12, further comprising applying acceptance logic 
to determine whether the second application will accept the binding. 

14. (Original) A computer readable medium having stored thereon computer 
executable instructions for carrying out the method of claim 12. 
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15. (Original) A method of uidnstalling an application comprising; 
removing all application registrations from central storage location; 
removing program components; and 

notifying dependant applications. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 15, wherein the central storage location is an 
instance registry. 

1 7. (Original) The method of claim 1 6, wherein the instance registry conq)rises a 
definition registry and a binding registiy. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 17, wherein removing registrations comprises 
removing registrations in the definition registry and the binding registry. 

19. (Original) The method of claim 15, wherein ttie notifying dependant applications 
causes dependant applications to place their dependencies in a NotAvailable state. 

20. (Original) A computer readable medium having stored thereon computer 
executable instructions for carrying out tiie method of claim 15. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A method for extending programm atic conatanto constant 
accessors c omprising: 

receiving a p rogrammatic constant accessor: and 

resolving the value of the constant accessor b v searching across application 
domains. 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 21 , wherein the constant accessor is a 
first order constant accessor . 

23. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 21, wherein the constant accessor i s 
an Nth order constant accessor . 
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24. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium having stored thereon 
computer executable instructions for etesy carrying o ut the method of claim 2 1 . 
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
